SHAMROCK 
(Oxalis) 


This lovely flower is pictured in 
natural color on the front cover. 
The bright pink flowers are pro- 
duced from early summer until 
frost, on stems 8 to 10 inches long. 
The Shamrock foliage is itself 
very attractive, rich green shaded 
maroon in the center of each leaf. 
No matter where you plant them 
in the garden, they are beautiful. 
A solid bed is a lovely sight all 
season. For borders, they are 
unsurpassed. Growing only 8 to 
10 inches tall, you have a border 
that blooms continuously. Many 
like to plant them in window boxes 
and hanging baskets. 


These bulbs are not large, the 
size of marbles, but it is ab- 
solutely astonishing the tremend- 
ous number of blooms each one 
will produce through the season. 
You plant them in the spring 
when the ground warms up and 
dig them in the fall after frosts 
have killed the tops and keep 
them like Glad bulbs. Give them 
a few weeks’ rest and you can 
easily make them bloom indoors 
through the winter. Just plant 
them 2 inches deep, in a flower 
pot and in a few weeks they 
commence blooming and continue 
for a long time. 


We know of no bulb or plant that 
is easier to grow. All you have to 
do is put them in the ground. 
Grow in any kind of soil, any- 
where. Of course in extreme dry 
weather, you have to water them. 
Plant the bulbs, outdoors, 3 to 4 
inches deep and they like a sunny 
location. For a single row border, 
plant 5 to 6 inches apart. If you 
want an especially effective bor- 
der, plant a double row, 6 inches 
apart each way. You will have 
a solid border, one foot wide, 8 to 
10 inches tall, with beautiful 
foliage and an abundance of 
flowers until frost.
